hower had lequested for miscel- 
laneous programs, mainly for mili- 
tary construction. 


Included in. the total approved 


was 12y2 millions of the 35 mil- 
lions requested for a new Wash- 
ington airport at nearby Burke, 
Va., a project fought bitterly by 
both Maryland and Virginia sena- 
tors. 


The committee cut 
$8,332,000 


from the $29,169,000 requested for 
construction at the new Air Force 
Academy at 
Colorado Springs, 


Colo. It expressed dissatisfaction 
over "the evident lack of concern 
for most factors." 


Some contracts have been let at 


costs as much as three times or- 
iginal estimates, it said. 


The steady increase in air traf- 


fic into and out of Washington, 
the committee said, makes it im- 
perative that the area have a new 
airport by 1960. The estimated 
over-all cost of the proposed new 
airport fit Burke is 60 million dol- 
lars. The committee said the full 
construction cost will be amortized

annual ceremony. Standing before 
the white stone cenotaph built on 
the spot where the bomb exploded, 
Watanbe said in a proclamation: 
"It is only a foolish illusion to try 
to maintain peace by the might of 
possessing 
atom and hydrogen 


bombs and experimenting with 
them." 


As he concluded at 8:15 a. m.— 


the time the American B29 drop- 
ped the bomb Aug. 6, 1945—sirens 
and temple bells signaled the start 
of a minute of silent prayer and 
the release of 700 pigeons.

Hourly employes at the several 


plants of Sylvama Electric Pro- 
ducts "Inc. in Warren will receive 
a two cent per hour cost-of-living 
increase in wages effective as of 
July 29, it was announced yester- 
day by Richard J. Schumacher, 
personnel manager 
of the com-

TO SURGERY DUI 
THE WALTER REED 


Washington (.fl?)—Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower underwent an op- 


eration today for a "benign" condition. The White House said the 
operation was "not serious." 


The First Lady, 60, was reported to be in "good condition" follow- 


ing the surgery. 


The operation was performed at Walter Reed Hospital by an 


Army gynecologist. Dr. Humbert L, Riva. 


Presidential press secretary James C Hagerty said Mrs. Eisen- 


hower entered the operating room about 8 a. m. and the surgery was 
concluded two hours later. 


While the operation was In prog-, 


ress, the President was meeting at 
tho White House with Republican 
congressional leaders. 


Soon after the operation, Mrs. 


Eisenhower was able to talk with 
the President by telephone. 
He 


had talked with her last night by 
phone and again this morning be- 
fore her operation. Hagerty said 
tho President would visit her this 
afternoon. 


Hagerty said he was not able 


to describe the actual nature of 
the operation beyond saying it was 
for a "benign" condition, that it 
was not a tumor. 


Hagerty said it has been known 


for "quite a little time" that the 
First Lady would require surgery. 
He added that it was not an em- 
ergency operation and that Mrs. 
Eisenhower had not b*en m pain. 


Her son. MaJ. John S. Elsen- 


hower, and his wife, spent most 
of last evening with her at the 
hospital. 


Hagerty read newsmen the fol- 


lowing announcement just as the 
meeting of the President and the 
congressional leaders was break- 
ing up:

"This morning she underwent 


an operation for a benign condi- 
tion.

Of course there isn't any doubt of this at all. Those 


E'who feel it necessary to re-emphasize this fact con- 
Istantly are evidently convinced that the crime sta- 
LHistics paint too black a picture. 


*• 
Perhaps they do. But it is also possible that the 


l^teady stress on the normal behavior of most U. S. 
"youngsters tends to lull people into a mood of com- 
vplacency which ill suits the seriousness of the juven- 
ile crime problem. 


The fact is that youthful crime has been on the 


sharp upgrade for a long time. Leading law enforce- 
ment authorities, including FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, have declared flatly that offenses committed 
by young persons actually constitute THE major 
crime, problem in America today. 


In the fact of this, it does not mean a great deal 


to repeat periodically that most kids don't commit 
crimes. Neither do most adults, .but persistent and 
suWantial gains in the adult crime rate could hardly 
be passed off as not of notable consequence. 
. Most experts believe there has already been al- 
together too much general indifference toward the 
matter, and don't wish to see more. What is needed 
is action—action that goes beyond treating surface 
evidences and searches out the deep causes of juvenile 
misbehavior. 


The scientists are coming to believe that they lie 


well- below such levels as the "broken home," that 
thy. are to be found in the whole baffling complexity 
of our life today: Its mobility, thinning veneer of so- 
cial disciplines, shifting standards, urban crowding 
and tense competition for space and for money as the 
key to material things. 


We must examine Intently what kind oj world we 


are building. 
Economically it is astonishing. 
But 


unless it is equally promising socially and morally, our 
society may be heading for really grave trouble. 


We cannot afford to shut our eyes to the warning 


signs represented by increased juvenile crime. To. ig- 
nore them may be to encourage in the whole popula- 
tion a moral corrosion that could be destructive of the 
values we treasure most in American life.

Acts of 'Selfishness'

TTNDER psychoanalysis a nervous, self-distrustful woman recalled 


a certain childhood experience. 


For her sixth birthday she was given a coral pin. She loved it 


One day her mother asked to borrow it. The child said no. Out- 
raged, the mother called her a "selfish brat" and refused to speak 
to her for two days. 


The patient, reliving this painful memory 30 years later, told 


her doctor, "My mother had a habit of giving things away. Or 
losing them. I feared that she would give away or lose my pin. 
So I didn't refuse it because I was selfish but because I was afraid 
o£ her carelessness. But I didn't dare tell her I thought her care- 
less. I didn't dare even know I thought it. Her misjudgment o{ 
me that day founded my family reputation for 'selfishness'—the 
problem of my life."

cisely as an acorn arrives containing its power to become an 


oak tree. We did not endow him with this power. It's not our 
Ibusiness to direct its development. When we interfere in his spon- 
taneous growth into love by condemning him as. "mean" and 
"selfish," we show ourselves to be as foolish as we'd be to rail and 
scold the acorn for refusing to expand itself. 


If parents feel it necessary to do God's work for Him, I can't 
see why they bother believing in Him.

About 12-00, 8 of us left the 


others at 7500 ft and continued 
higher until we reached the top, 
9000 ft Awed by the view before 
us, we just sat in silence for a bit 
and then had a grand time taking 
pictures and throwing snowballs. 
The descent was much 
faster, 


though, I believe, just as hard on 
the leg muscles as the climb. To- 
morrow we shall begin at 4:00 a. 
m. to climb to a glacier which we 
can see from the youth hosteL 


The hostels at which we have 


stayed on our trip have been a 
subject of great amusement. In 
Bern, the capital of Switzerland, 
where we toured the parliament 
buildings and saw the clowning 
bears and delightful moving clock, 
we stayed at a very new building 
•with modern accommodations (hot 
•water from 9-10 p. m.) but the 
food was very plain. At Nyon, on 
beautiful Lake Geneva with the 
Mont Blanc in view, we slept on 
straw ticks (and I sneeze within a 
mile of the terrible 
stuff) In a 


room papered with expired stocks 
and bonds. The food here was de- 
licious. At Zuial, though the mat- 
tresses are not straw, we have 
bean-bag pillows and eleven of us 
are sleeping in one bed 7 yards 
long. I'll let you calculate the 
amount of space each one has. 
Here also our food has been very 
good. All this, however, makes for 
close 
companionship and good 


spirits, and our Experiment in In- 
ternational Living is proceeding 
quite successfully.

The difficulty of eating (and In 


fact most all the mechanical mo- 
tions) is keeping the arm forward 
of the body so that the hook re- 
mains usable and then bringing the 
food to the mouth, remembering 
that the arm can only turn later- 
ally until the stub slips Inside its 
socket, and can only be raised with 
one motion which, as the fork re- 
mains on its original plane, tends 
to slide food onto the lap

John H Bmgler, district direc- 


tor ef Internal Revenue for the of- 
fice covering this area, and Anth- 
ony L. Carrea, Chief of the Collec- 
tion Division, were in Erie today 
to implement a concentrated drive 
to effect collection of these delin- 
quent accounts, many of which re- 
present amounts owing on 1956 
income tax returns filed on or be- 
fore Apnl 15, 1957, in connection 
with which tha taxpayers neglect- 
ed to remit the amount due with 
their returns and have also fa1 led 
to pay the tax when billed. The 
amount involved in these accounts 
is approximately 5950 OOO.CO. 


Mr. Bingler stated that "All of 


the collection authority contained 
in Internal Revenue laws will be 
used to'accomplished collection of 
these accounts within the shortest 
possible period of tune and at the 
lowest possible cost to the Gov- 
ernment.
